Protest Time In The 


International Series 


As Harold Winglee’s defending champion Wahoos are keyed up to enter 
the deciding Jast battle to retain their pennant against Buster Hollands’ Wildcats 
tomorrow at 10.30 a.m., there has been dropped a minute bombshell into the 
midst of the International Scries which, to all intentions and presumption, was 
decided Jast Sunday among both the men and ladies. 

Last woek the International finals were played. The women’s game 
went through with no hitch. Portugal beat Great Britain. Portugal’s men 


beat Pakistan 7-6. 


But Pakistan has since pro- 
{ested that the game should be 
struck off the record, If not 
forfeited to the ‘‘opponent of 
the offending team." They base 
thelr protest “on the fact that 
Portugal fielded an unregistered 
player, namely Silva (of the 
Jaguars?) and thus violated the 
tuling which necessitated the 
registration, and only their par- 
ticipation, of 15 players for the 
particular International com- 
petition,” 


On the surface, the Pakistan 
protest will only draw a loud 
cry of protest and “bad loser!” 
-This—would--be-neturally—so— 
perhaps even indignantly so in 
the Portugal camp, as Portugal 
has ot Inst,:since the inaugura- 
tion of the Series dating from 
pre-war softball days, won the 
International flag. 


Pakistan's protest is unpre- 
cedented, and so is what would 
have been, or what already 1s, 
un unprecedented achievement 
by any squad:, Portugal’s win- 
ning both the men’s and women's 
International Series In the samo 


year. 
DIGGING DEEP 


On the other hand, digging 
cecp for the facts, perhups 
Pakistan has a case after all, To 
support thelr. protest, the Pakl- 
stanls have apparen.ly referred 
to Rule 33 (Protests, Sec. 7) of 
the Oficial Rules of Softball 
of the International Joint Rules 
Commlitee (of Detroit, Michi- 
gan, U.S.A.). I quote the rele- 
vant section of the rule: 


“Replayed and Forfelted 
Game ...when a protest {or 
Ineligibility ts allowed, the game 
should be forfeited to the op- 
ponent of the offending team. 
However, if it is shown that the 
protesting team hand knowledge 
of the player's ineligibility be- 
fore the start of the game and 
‘failed to so notify the opponent, 
the ‘Incliglbic ‘player should be 
removed from the team? roster 
and the gamo_ should re- 


played...” 


Confronted with the question 
of bad sportsmanship, Pakistan's 
Manager had this to say: - 

“T hate to do it (protest) 
But I've to look after the in; 


terest of the team as a whole. 
We observed the rules faith- 
fully. We think Portugal 
didn't—unintentionally, I am 
sure!—It’s unfortunate that we 
have to protest. Organised sport 
has its rules. AIL sportsmen 
would abide by them. which 
makes for fair play."
